PANAMA, September 16. —The latest 
advices from Liuja give the details of 
a battle at Canta, on the 16th ult. On 
the morning of that day. a detachment 
of government troops, occuying the 
town of Canta, sixty miles from Lima, 
in the valley running parallel to that 
of the Rimac, was surprised by a di- 
vision of Gen, Caceres army, and after 
a sharp action of several hours was 
forced to fly in disorder. 


The Government troops operating 
against Canta were three-hundred and 
fifty men of the lino and one Gat ing 
gun, fifiy cavalry and lifty mounted 
gendarms, the whole force being com- 
manded by Colonel Torress. 
Canta 
had been occupied for several days, 
the montoneros, or irregular revo- 
lutionary forces, retiring on the ap- 
proach of the detachment. 
On Friday 
evening news arrived of the approach 
of a considerable 
division of 
the 
enemy, and upon Bustamont's ad- 
vance, it was decided to defend the 
town. 


O.i Saturday at 7 a m the bills en- 
closing Canta, were occupied by the 
enemy apparently 1500 or 2000 strong, 
and with about 200 cavalry. 
The lat- 
ter were stationed at the outlet of the 
valley leading towards the coast and 
to the interior, so that from the first 
the government forces were eftectually 
corralled. 
Col. Tarros had placed his 
men in the barracks situated in the 
principal square of the town, having 
also small otlying squads behind some 
of the walls in the suburbs. 


Caceres' artillery, four small field 
pieces, opened tire from the hill at 
Huay Chellani, at half pasj 7, and in a 
few minutes the firing became general 
The enemy descendad the hills and at- 
tempted to enter the town but were 
repeatedly driven back. 
For two 
hours the positions of the combatants 
were unaltered, tire being all the time 
very heavy. 
At midday the defenders 
of the city began to slacken their tire, 
for the ammunition was rapidly be- 
coming exhausted, and for an hour 
they 
received 
without 
reply 
the 
volleys 
of 
the 
attac ing 
party. 
At 3 o'clock 
a 
desperate 
attempt was made to drive the rebels 
from the town, which they had then 
entered, at the point of the 
bayonet. 
This failed,and thea the defeat was ac- 
complished. The fight was hand to 
hand on the streets, no quarter being 
given, and the most dreadful scenes of 
carnage occurred. Houses where the 
defeated soldiers had taken refuge 
were burst open and all within mui- 
dered. without distinction of as^e, sex 
oc character»/ftnd then wer^baroed. 
• 


few of the most determined of the 
government cavalry, headed by 
Paohes» cut their way through thé on 
emy*s ranks and escaped. 


Colonel Bastament, to whose connse 
the defeat was due, when he found al 
was lost, blew his brains out on the 
field. Colonel Torres escaped oarly in 
the fight, and the govern uent has 
named another officer to command the 
decimated Cajamaraca. Of the 600 
or 600 men engage 1 on the govern 
ment side, probably 200 escaped by 
flying to the mountains or following the 
pachas. They are still coming in, in 
parties of two or three. The 
5,000 
soldiers in garrison at Lima are not at 
all affected by the reverse, and their 
officers are confident of their loyalty in 
case of an attack on the city.

T H E G A Z E T T E and Sentinel get but 
little sympathy from the public in the 
present trouble with the printers. The 
greedy proprietors of those two cori^ 
cerns will learnjafter awhile that it pays 
to even treat printers "white."—Jour- 
nal. 


This is about the coolest piece of im- 
pudence on record. The public wil 
remember that the whole quarrel and 
fuss is about the setting of telegraph 
matter ranging from one to two and a 
half colums per day, which comes 
over the wires. The Sentinel by agree- 
ment puts into type what comes in the 
afternoon report, and the G A R E T T E that 
which comes in the night report, 
amounting in all to from four to ^ix 
colums per day. One more fact, it is 
well for the public to understand, and 
that is that the associated press sup- 
plies all its members with oxactly the 
same matter so far as it goes.

G A Z E T T E and Sentinel. 
How much 
money does it pay these poor printers 
for setting telegraphic news each day, 
or in one whole year? Not a cent. 
The Journal appears in the morning 
with the news published in the Sentinel 
the previous evening, 
but it does 
not set up a solitary line of it. 
The Journal is overflowing with gush 
for the poor printer. 
How does it get 
its news ? We will tell the readers.

G A Z E T T E and Sen tin al plan 
give employment to 3,000 more men. 
This is where the friendship for the 
printer comes in. In this free country 
no one questions the right of the 
Journal to get its matter when, where 
and how it pleases, and just what 
right justice or consistency is there ii^ 
denouncing the GAZETTE or Sentinal 
who come by their matter in a more 
legitimate way than its own, whOe 
at the same time it makes such terrible 
poohoo about the poor printer, and de- 
nounces the wickedness of other» be- 
cause these printers are not treated 
" white" it robs them of eveiy single 
penny in its own office in the news 


matter.
